DR. J. M. GREGORY'S ADDRESS. 


Upon being introduced Dr. Gregory 


spoke as follows: 


The sun In bit westward journey to-day 
loois down on a nation In mournlmr for one 
of Ita great men. It sees everywhere tbe 
national flag bung at half mut as it it too bent 
the head In sorrow. It looks down on cities, 
Tillage! and dwellings draped In the black 
which best tell« of tbe shadow that has fallen 
upon us, and the grief that Is among us. 
Funeral processions marching w 
drums, and 


_ with muffled 
'1th funeral dirges, and great 
aisemblies like this listening to funeral ora- 
tions, geek to express the nation's love and 
sorrow for Its honored dead. From the wide 
Atlantic coast where our forefathers landed 
ag pilgrims to the shores of tbe great Pacific, 
where our marching populations halt and look 
across to tbe oldest nation!) of tbe Old World, 
aad from tbe great lakes and rivers of tbe 
nortn which separate UB from tbe colonial 
empire of Mother England to tbe great gulfs 
and rivers of the south which divide us from 


three, Harrison, Taylor and Garfield, i 
such honors as a grateful country lelt due 
to them as good chief magistrates, and tbeir 
oames will be held in veneration as patriotic 
presidents, but neither of them, will take rank 
in history with Washington tor Lincoln, or 
with the great soldier tor whom the nation now 
for the fourth time, and this time more grand- 
ly than ever before, shrouds Itself In mourn- 
ing, and seeks in all ways to give expression 
to its affection and grlei for its honored and 
noble dead. 
Brant, like Washington, died a private oltl- 
een. Like Washington, be bad served and 
saved his own country as a genera! at the head 
of its armies; and like him, he had filled out 
two lull terma of patriotic service In the pres- 
idency, Like Washington, ho had cheerfully 
retired to private life, and death fount! him a 
simple citizen, seeking to do his duty to his 
family, his country and his God, as the hum- 
blest of us all may do. 


Like the lamented Uarttekl, Grant's struggle 
with the last great enemy was in the presence 
of the sympathizing nurld. For months his 
sick room was the cenu e of almost universal 
observation and anxiety, and hla brave and 
silent endurance won ibe admiration of man- 
kind. But It wa« no dignity ol high oJJlce nor 
trapping of presidential power which attract- 
ed the gaze of his countrymen and of the clv- 
ilUed world to this great death scene, It was 
no apprehended change in governmental poli- 
cies, no threatening shock or stoppage or the 
wheels ot safe administration—no public or 
political considerations of any sort that lent 
a borrowed grandeur or Importance to the 
death of General Grant, and that now sum- 
mons the mourning millions of bis country- 
men to march In this might; funeral proces- 
sion, whose scarcely broken detachments 
stretch across tbe continent—one ot the great- 
est, if noi altogether the greatest, funeral our 
earth baa ever seen. It is nota dead president 
we thus follow to his ton>b, It IB a simple citi- 
zen whose personal greatness and whose deeds 
are ties which bind so many hearts in bom- 
age and ail so many eyei with tears, Won- 
derful ecene 1 Wonderful man 1 Tbe Repub- 
lic to-day mourns him as In other days it 
mourned the august Washington and the mar- 
tyred Lincoln,(and doubtless If the votes could 
be polled this hour, the people would place the 
name of brant by tho side of these two other 
names and enshrine them together as the three 
greatest men of our history. 


And while in these three there were wide 
contrasts of Individuality, there waa In all the 
same simple, UDBelttsh, unostentatious hon- 
esty of character andpurpose, ihe surest sign 
of true greatness, Washington waa silent, 
grave, majestic, Blow to speak, prompt in de- 
cision, energetic in action, a Fablua In war, a 
Bage in council. Lincoln waa ungraceful, 
careless or appearance, good humored, con- 
cealing under H genial j cularlty the utmost 
eurntsineen and the deepest wisdom. Grant, 
too, like Washington, was silent. In manner 
unaffected, to many seeming cold, If not Btu- 
pld; but In decision prompt, In planning saga- 
cious, in action patient, persevering, indomit- 
able. It astonished men to find under that el- 
lent and passive exterior such quickness of 
perception, sucb a marvelous lund of re- 
source. Buch prompt and Invincible energy ol 
purpose. 
Washington was loved with a veneration 
approaching worship. 
Lincoln Inspired an 
ailectlon as familiar as it was truthtul, more 
warm than worebipful. Grant called torth a 
quiet conttdence aud admiration that grew 
into love before you were aware. 
But the three, ihus differing in manmr in 
personal qualities, and 111 the affection ot their 
Countrymen, were ullKe In native modesty ot 
Belt-esteem, aud In the grand humility which 
forbids sell-seeking as it forhlds vanity, and 
leaves the man sell-forgetful and free to feel 
in all their grandeur the great claims of duty 
and ot right. The llftle great man is self-cou- 
Bolous aud meanly ambitious of personal 
honors. He worKfl for praise and poses for 
effect. True greatness is ntcessarily simple 
and unconscious ot se t. It Is the pyramid 
standing on iia tmse.flrm In ita own fell solidity 
und strength, heedless alike of sunshine and 
of storm, buch was the common characteris- 
tic ot this great triumvirate of our country- 
men. Their modesty was conspicuous, When 
Washington stammered in bis attempted re- 
ply to tne thanks of ihe Continental Congress, 
expressed to him hy its presiding officer, the 
latter, anxi«us to relieve the hero's embar- 
rassment, said, "Sit down, Mr. Washington, 
your modesty Is only lurpassed by your 
merit, and thai exceeds all language of mine 
to express it." faen. Grant might have re- 
placed Gen Washington in this Bcene without 
disturbing the harmony of the picture; and if 
Lincoln's gift as an orator lorblds any such 
anecdote of him.the title of "Honest Abe Lin- 
coln," which his friends gave him, tells of the 
same transparent simplicity of character, tbe 
same sublime, unaffected humility of feeling. 


It IB not ullkely that the euloglei this day 
pronounced upob Gen. Grant may go beyond 
the truth in some respects, and that ihe calmer 
judgment of alter years mar change the esti- 
mate we put upon tis deeds. It Is not for us 
who are his cotemporariee to pronounce upon 
tbe place which hiitory shall assign him, nor 
can we, while our ears are filled 
witb 
funeral dirges and words of eulogy, and 
while our eyes are filled with tears, fore- 
9ee tbe frcal verdict wblch mankind will 
pass upon hla character and career, nor tbe 
rank which that \erdiot will allow him among 
the world's heroes and great men—Its gene- 
rals and Its statesmen. We can only affirm 
that if tbe spontaneous homage of bis cotem- 
porarles offered this day to big memory—the 
homage alike of political friends and politi- 
cal foes, of tbe soldiers who fought under 
him and tbe Boldlers who fought against him; 
of men ot both continent!, and of all races 
and peoples—If such homage not often and 
never lightly given—never before given in 


such volume nor with such empho=is of truth 
to a private citizen, is worth anything rs e\i- 
dence ol real greatmss, then the tomb by the 
Hudson received to-day the mortal body of 
one whom history will call great, and whom 
the later humanity will cherish as 


"One of the few, tbe immortal name s 
That were not born to die." 


But though It is no'gh en to us to forestall 
history or 10 foretell Its \erdiot, it is ours to 
dwell gratefullr to Jay upon iho deeds of our 
dead hero, and to justify the honors we are 
paying to bis memory. A lofty patriotism 
might feem to nsk that the battlefields of frat- 
ricidal strlie shall be buried from our menu - 
riesae kind uauue is effacing- iheir lines and

victories and still more blood) defeats, 5 pare 
which nlJeu the hind with mourning and scarred 
it with with soldiers' Breves' We all know the 
mingled anger and diecomagement which fol- 
lowed the disastrous buttle of Bull Hun and the 
lung period or inuctmty thnt succeeded on the 
Potomac, In the nest the drama \v«s more ac- 
tive as two great border elates, Kentucky and 
Missouri, ijere to be loet or Bared to the Union 
Grant had heard m his leather store at baleen 
tne distant reverberations uf tho guns which 
nattered clown bumter, and his soldier heart of- 
fered itself at once to the country which hud 
educated him fur ite service. In April '81 he 
was m Hpringheld aiding GOT. Vales to organize 
ana send forward the Illinois troops. In June 
he was in command of the JHet regiment of Illi- 
nois volunteers. Two months later he was ad- 
vanced to the command of B brigade. The first 
winter of the war came on and wore slowly 
away, but the energy in the heart of that silent 
soldier, like the river under its mask of ice, 
could not be still. In February Fort Donelnon 
on the Cumberland, m Tennessee, fell into bis 
itSin wlth,the unconditional surrender of 
15,000 men, 17 000 stand of ai ms, und an immense 
amount of provisions, gathered there for the 
armies of the Confederacy In a public speech 
made in later )eare Gen. bherman Bhid of Grant:

son. After that none of us felt the least doubt 
as to the future of our countrj." Many then 
heard the name of Grant for the first time, und 
from that hour he was never lost I rum the pub- 
lic sight, Morth or South, till •ippoinattoi closed 
the war and restored the Union forever. No 
need to rehearse here and now the great battle

It was the calm e\prebfiion of reserve 
power, the words of a Kieat soldier who knew 
his own tned strength, nnd had no fenr of Ins 
opponent 
Gen. Lee, tho really great chieftain 


of the(.onfedenu,i,sei>ms to ha>e rend ns in n 
book, the chaiacteisof theeuec»»bi\ecommand- 
ere of the Potomac, and to ha\e counted with 
confidence thnt in a great battle he could punish 
them so several\ tin t the> would abandon their 
plans, and withdraw to recruit their wasted 
forces. At (he battle (if the Wilderness he de- 
Inered hl9 iiaunl impetuous charges, fret upon 
Grant Bright, then upon his loft, and finally 
upon the center. Three dnjs later ho renewed 
the attack with tremendous fun. The Wilder- 
ness was hlled with the slain, and doubtless Lee 
expected to see hiB enemy «s usual fall brick 
across the Itapidan and retreat to the Potomac, 
So thought also the soldiers of Grants nrm> 
when in the night they began their march from 
the front of tho Confederates but the road 
turned, nnd before morning the soldiers exulted 
to nnd that they were advancing by a flank 
movement. They had at lant a general who did 
not retreat. From that hour the destiny of the 
C'onfederacj was settled. Gen. Lee bnu found 
his equal. He soon abandoned his old tactics 
and henceforth fought chiefly behind breast- 
works. If this cost Grant more men, and ex- 
posed him to the charge ot butchery, it did not 
for a mo-nent changehis general purpose. Ittook 
"nil tummer" end all winter, too, but the silent 
and indomitable commander fought it out on 
his chosen line. If the proof of generalship lies 
in the final victory coming, rot by the happy re- 
sult of one great battle, but && the foreseen Iruite 
of a great campaign, then must Gen. Grant be 
counted as one of tne world's greatest command- 
ers. In praising thus the hero whose funeral 
obsequies we celebrate, we will not forget the 
merits of the other grent captains who fought 
under him or elsewhere in the field. No one WBB 
ever readier than thiB mo<dest and masterly 
chieftain to give honor to others. On a public 
occasion when praises had been heaped upon 
him, he replied ' I do not think thnt the compli- 
ments ought all to be paid to me. That which I 
accomplished—which I was able to accompheh 
—I owe to the assistance of able lieutenants. I 
was so fortunate as to be called to the first posi- 
tion in the army of the nation, and I hod the 
good fortune to select lieutenant* who could hnve 
filled my place majbe better thnn I did." Nor 
did he forfiet the common soldier to whom he 
wns ulwajs kind and gentle, On many occasions 
he declared that it wns the coiirago, the daring, 
the toil of the men in the ranks which had won 
the victories None knew better thnn he the pa- 
triotism of those citizen soldiers who "came at 
their country's call." and who in the ranks 
fought aud bled and died for freedom aud forthe 
uniuu.

The career of Grant ag a statesman, twiceelect- 
ed president need not be detailed except to eny 
that long eijice all candid men agreed that the 
faults of his administration cnme from his habit 
of trusting too implicitly hip friends It was no 
personal ambition thiu led him to accept a nom- 
ination for the preeidencj, but he was made to 
behevp that the public good called upon him to 
mnke the sacrifice. Many of his friends advised 
against it urging his inexperience in civil af- 
fairR. He replied "I have no ambition for the 
plnce but if the people ask it I must >iold." 
The people aeked it. and he jielded. In the fu- 
ture it will be confessed that so far as his own 
action was concerned, his administration waa 
wise and patriotic. The evils »nd the scandals 
were those of men who betrnjed his conndence. 
and abused their high offices 
He pought the 
peace and welfare of the countrj and of the 
whole country, and history will Vindicate his 
claim to many statesman-like views nnd quali- 
ties. 


A man's pleasure-travels ordinarily count for 
little in the record of his life, but the remark- 
able journoy of General Grant around the world, 
after his public life was over, wa* BO conspicu- 
ous and singular in its incidents that it attracted 
the nttention of mankind. Monarchs welcomed 
him as their guest, and he met them as an equal. 
Great cities voted him the freedom of the city 
and bestowed upon him the honors of citizen- 
ship, and governments societies and corpora- 
tions strove to do honor to the illustrious guest, 
whose deeds had mude him famous and whose 
character seemed bo great. Never perhaps, in 
the long course of time, had any member of the 
human family received so wide a welcome from 
all races and nationalities . but w hat is of chief 
interest at thiB hour, is the grand repubbcan 
si mpucity of manner with which our great coun- 
tryman met it all 
Undazzled with the pageant- 
ry of courts, unawed by the presence of royalty, 
unmoved by the honors heaped t pon him, the 
Eimple greatness of his manhood preserved him 


ahke from eycophnncj nnd pride. Inking a gen- 
uine interest IE evtrj nation nnd ulace he visit- 
ed, whether in Europe or Awa, huwith simple 
conrttt-j accepted their good will and expressed 
his own and that of hiB country. Never before 
hud our republic been so fitly and so grandly 
represented nmong the venerable monarchies of 
the old world, and never had representative won 
for hie country so much good will. From all 
parts of our lund had tho progress ot his tri. 
umphnl journey been watched. 
His speeches 
were reported, and his receptions were describ- 
ed. iLittle wonder that when he returned to 
America the nation seemed ready to take him m 
its arms in fraternal embrace, and to welcome 
him home ns one of its best exemplars and its 
chief citizen. We all can remember how the 
crowds thronged everjwhere to see him us ho 
p-isscd on his way to hie old home. Hietprogrcw 
was a triumph, his return n public ^j. 


Such are some of tho mum features of that 
wonderful human life that hub just closed upon 
the earth. It rends like somo romance of hiB- 
ton, Lvcu the financial misfortunes, and tho 
luug und fntul illtert which tl nuuuvd to close 
this biilhani life in trugu gloom Imvoserved 
onl. to lung out into t-'rn u-'or tenet the great 
iltiuliLKbot tin ri'iin mill tu gm> n deeper and 
umk'ier tone tothe love nf hibcuuiitmnen. It 
ib nut tlmt he bore juin without complaint, 
hundreds do thnt dnilj nnd most of ub have 
known c\nmpk>bof sicknosbsuffemlns patiently 
nnd Hlemlj as Ins; but whilestrugi-linKwithhiB 
painful disenso, and weakened by lie fatal rav- 
.igei-, hebravi'lj sought to repairthei vils brought 
upon his firmly bj Ins nnnucinl inibtnkee. 
.though sick and suficring, heworkednt his book 
with me same calm determination as that which 
surmounted tho siege of ^ ickbburi; and founht 
hu, way to Hichmoud. 


aheuMb something heroic In this Spectacle 
oithlsdjing man, working amid the death 
shadows, at tbie last serious tusk of bis life. 
And with it ail there was the samo simplicity 
of character, the eaniBmodoBty ol demeanor, 
the same calm repose of a soul that felt iti 
own Integrity ana strength and was unmo\ed 
by its surroundings. His high trust In God 
anohls lirm laltb In tho broad and blessed 
truths of Christianity added, as they alwayi 
add, to the end ot a new and noble life, a sort 
ot supernal light. Grant, like Washington 
and Lincoln, died a Christian, and the sublim- 
ity of bis death has Klvena fresh power and 
sylendor to the sublimity of hie life' 
Eloquence has summoned to-day Its molt 
favored sons to declare bis praise to the lis- 
tening millionB OT hie countrymen. GenluB 
has telt a new inspiration and bat wrought at 
its best to express his grcatneit and honor 
hla memory. Wealth IB pouring forth Ita 
millions to gild his pajiage to tbe tomb and to 
erect monuments to his lame. A grateful na- 
tion stretches lu hands in benediction over 
bis grave; and tho wide humanity, more of 
whose milllions have seen his lacu than ever 
before looked upon any one man, conieBBe* 
Ihe grandeur of hla manhood tad consents to 
the universal admiration for his character and 
his deeds. Hut all Ibis-all that la thla day 
done or laid, Bdds nothing, change* nothing 
In tbat monumental life. No Ipniie can In- 
oreaie, no detraction can diminish tbe splen- 
dors of bis deeds or tho;greatness of bis char- 
acter. What he was, and what ho did mutt 
remain henceforth unchanged and unchange- 
able for history to record and for posterity to 
judge. It IB for us, his surviving country- 
men, to profit by his example and to work on 
at the great task at which he and nil the he- 
roic dead have wrought—the true work of hu- 
manity In all ages and for all time—the spread 
of peace on earth and good ,wili among men. 
What American standing !o-day in thu vide 
continental circle of mourners, around this

Grant at the Opening of tha War. 


CLEVELAND, 
Ohio, August 4— 


General Grant stories are now in 
order. Here is one: In the spring 
of 1861, 
soon after the call for 


75,000 men, I was in Springfield, 
111., with John B. Wyman and C. C. 
Marsh (at that time all citizens of 
Chicago). Captain Wyman was in 
the Adjutant General's office and 
Captain Marsh and myself were at 
Camp Yates taking care of the men 
that came pouring into camp. Each 
company was properly offiee»ed, and 
it was the duty of the Captains to 
report at headquarters at once, and 
it was my duty to assign the com- 
mands proper quarters in the camp. 
One afternoon, there came to head- 
quarters a medium-sized, youngish- 
looking man, dressed in a sort of 
bin eh suit cf clothes, wearing a 
soft hat and having about one-half 
of an unlighted cigar in his mouth.

Huntington, Iml,, and my customers may 
rest assured that no finishing lime but 
the very best, mnde of tho bottom rock, 
will be sent to this market bereefter, 
Forty years ugo we had to drill holes by 
hand and blast the rock with powder 
but now they drill by steam and blest 
with dynamite. In one half day two men 
drilled nineteen holes, 12 feet deep, fillec 
them with 75 per cent of powder and 25 
per cent of djnamite, and raised enough 
rook in one blast for fi,000 bushels of 
lime; forty years ago it would have ta- 
ken the labor of one man for three 
months to raise that amount of rock. At 
Fort Wayne I examined a patent lime 
bin that I had heard much of, and founc 
it built after the same patent of my lime 
bin. It has been a disputed question for 
some time whether it will pay to fix up 
in good shape to keep lime in a fresh 
state. My customers say it will pay, for 
with fresh Delphi lime they can lay from 
300 to 500 more brick in a day; with 
frf sh Euntington the workmen can finish 
500 yards of plastering in the same time 
they could 300 yards with hot air slacked 
lime.

Just now there is more or less discus- 


sion throughout Hlinois with reference 
o tbe feasibility of boring for and estab- 
ishing gas wells, and the more enthusi- 
astic ones assert that there is as good 
quality of gas in this region as was ever 
'oand in Pennsylvania. The accidental 
discovery of a gas well recently at Clin- 
:on, has revived the chat on this subject 
The people in that section are wild about 
,he gaa well, and no doubt every farmer 
n that neighborhood who can devote the 
ime to the enterprise, and can put up the 
money to foot the bills, will search for a 
gas well on his land. Gas wells have 
jeen found in tbe vicinity of Decatur. 
Ten years ago Nick Weber was astonish- 
ed one night when he waa boring for 
water at his old brewery, south of the city, 
to find that he had struck gaa on a small 
scale. The fluid shot out, and when 
jghted it burned for many days before 
(he supply waa exhousted. More recent- 
ly Billy Wilson, who now lives at Casner 
Station, found a gas well on his farm, 
two and a halt miles east of Mt, Zion. 
Be put the gas to piactical use at onoe, 
establishing gas works at his place. He 
piped his dwelling, and used it for cook- 
ing and illuminating purposes. He con- 
tinued to use it for a year before the gas 
well went back on him. There is no 
doubt but that gas wells opened in Illi- 
nois would prove profitable. Mr. Bishop, 
who was here on a visit recently from 
Bradford, Pa, stated that he had no 
doubt but there waa a good quality of gas 
hereabouts, and predicted that tbe time 
would come when the enterprise of bor- 
ing for it would become general and 
profitable. 


Albert Manecke Held for Trial. 


From Thwtiotft Do«y. 


Tbe preliminary examination of Albert 


Manecke, an agricultural implement deal- 
er of Cerro Gordo, on a charge of perjury, 
was terminated before Justice Curtis this 
forenooD, and resulted in the Justice 
holding tbe defendant to await the action 
of the grand jury at tbe September term 
of the circuit court. Bail was fixed at 
81,000, and it was immediately furnished 
by Thomas J. and H. Manecke, brother* 
of tbe accused. The complaining witness 
was E. .W. Green, whose arrest on a 
charge of forgery was caused by Man- 
ecke. Green, it will be remembered, was 
discharged on Macecke's own testimony. 
The charge of perjury against Manecke 
is based on the affidavit he made in the 
warrant causing the arrest of Green. At 
the examination of Manecke it was shown 
by witnesses that Maoecke had sworn at 
the trial of Green that he admitted that 
possibly he might have inserted the fig< 
ure 1 in the alleged forged rebate order. 
The accused made no defense, offering no 
testimony, and the case was submitted, 
with the result as stated.

George R. Brett Gives an Exhibition of 
Bis Peculiar Talent.

Mr. George R. Brett, of DccMur, III., po«- 


sesees tbe title of "champion hose coupler of 
hewoild." Since Monday Itiet he baa been 
stopping at the Waverly Houte, Revere Beach. 
Yesterday nfterncon Mr. Brett gave a private 
xhlbltion of bis skill in breaking couplings 
and putting on pipe, for the edification of a 
email party ol Journalists, veteran firemen and 
athletes. His feats In themselves proved a 
decided novelty to nearly all pre«ent, yet the 
most wonderful part of the performance was 
tbe startling rapidity with which he accom- 
plished his various moves. He uses two sec- 
ilonB of ordinary hose, which are joined to- 
gether by couplings manutactured by tbe 
American Hose Company of Chelica. It Is tbe 
regulation coupling used by moat lire depart- 
ments. Mr. Brett's ttret feat wae the breaking 
of couplings and putting on pipe under tho 
:owa state rules, which require tbe coupler to 
stand tbrce feet from the coupling, with bands 
above the head, make m turns on coupling 
and then attach pipe. He accomplished thla 
n 13£ seconds, 2 seconds and IX seconds. Mr. 
Brett next adjusted the couplings to three 
full turns by withdrawing tho washers. Tho 
tlrot trial waa made In SH seconds aud the 
next two In S& seconds each. One of the party 
wag then invited to simply break the coupling 
inordertonftord a contiust in the matter ol 
speed.

FOWLS. 


A. Condition Which Is Not Favorable to 


Egrg-Procluctlon. 


There arc some breeds that do not 


fatten as readily as others, while again 
there are those that become too fat on 
a very small allowance of food. 
The 


Brahmas, Cochins, Plymouth Rock? 
and Wyandottes are subject to excess 
of fat whan fed exclusively on corn, 
la the winter the feed goes to heat, but 
m summer the extra quality of the feed 
i~ liable to cause them to cease laying 
instead of promoting it. As the fowL> 
must have some gram, tho best for tne 
purpose at this season is oats, espe- 
cially if they are ground. 
Wheat ia 


excellent, but wheat is also fattening, 
though not so much so aa corn. 
A 


method in use by some is to give wheat 
:U eight, ground oats in the morning 
and plenty of green stuff during the 
day. 
Over-fat fowls are subject to 


apoplexy. 
If your fowls ara very fat, 


you need not 
be surprised If occa- 


sionally there is found a dead hen un- 
der the roost in the mornmgp 
Tjiey 


often tall oB' the roost, dropping deac 
without previously giving any indica- 
tions of disease in any shape. 
Over- 


fat cocks are also n-eless, being clumsy 
and inactive. Chickens, however, may 
be fed as much as j'ou desire, for while 
growing they convert all food into lat, 
bone and tissue, thereby demanding 
more for subsistence, Th ^proportion tc 
age and size, than adult fowls. 
Keep 


the fat bens on light diet, scanty allow- 
ance, and give them plenty of exercise. 
When a hen becomes too heavy, she 
will be good for nothing afterward, un- 
less taken in hand and piit through 
system of diet. 
The light breeds, such 


as Leghorns and Hamburgs, seldom 
become too fat, as their active habits 
are in their .favor in that respect. 
The 


practice of keeping corn always where 
(owls can get it is a very injurious one, 
and has done more mischief than anj 
other method of feeding known. Feet, 
regularly, and endeavor to give enough 
and no "more. Lc.Tte nothing to be 
trampled or wasted, and be ns gener- 
ous with water as with food.—Cleve- 
land Leader.

How They Are Manufactured and Dyed— 


Their Cost, 


These fur-famed carpets are in real- 


ity a sort' of 
needlework, and are 


largely made by peasants in theit 
homes. The Persian carpet par excel- 
lence is the rug. The Persians use these 
in prcfc'encc to large sizes. First cov- 
ering the earth floor with a hasseer of 
matting of split reeds, they lay over It 
many nigs, which completely concea" 
tho mat. 
This arrangement, when 


composed of rugs of harmonious de- 
signs, is very rich, while tho cost is 
actually less than if one large carpet 
wero employed instead. The variaties 
of Persian rugs are numerous. 
In 


some sorts, like the Turkowan, there 
is a general similarity of design, al- 
though no two rugs are 
altogther 


identical. But in other classes, such 
as the rugs of Byochegan, Kerwan or 
Kurdistan, 
there Is endless variet> 


in design and texture. A point to be 
considered is that while the smal 
carpets of Persia go under the genera, 
designation of rugs, it would be a seri- 
ous mistake to consider them all as 
merely earpots of small sue iatendec 
to be troil on by heavy shocsi 
In the 


first place Per'sians, when at home, 
take off their siloes^ and thus a carpe 
of fine, delicate wool atol design wil 
la^t for ages, and actually improve 
with use such as this. IB the1 sacoot 
place, a large proportion of the rugs o 
Persia, and especially tho tine? grades, 
are never intended to be laid on the 
floor, but to cover divans or t.iblos, or 
to hang as tapestries and portieres. 
This e.xplains the extreme fineness ol 
texture ami velvety surface which many 
of these rugs display, andalao accounts 
for the fringe at the ends. Some of the 
rugs ot Kerwan are almost as fine as 
cashmere shawls. The colors formerly 
employed in the nigs of Persia were 
imperishable. Rugs one hundred years 
old show no deteiioration in tint, but 
rather a softness such as old paintings 
assume. The introduction of anilin 
dyes at one time threatened to ruin the 
manufacture of textile fabrics in Persia, 
but the Jaw against the employment o 
aniline dyes enacted by the Persian 
Government is enforced with rigor 
There is one species of rug special to 
Persia often spoken of, but rarely seen 
I refer to the rug made of silk. 
It i: 


not uncommon, to see rugs of the finer 
types \utli silken fringes, and pome 
times with a woof of silk in the body o 
the rug. 
But all silk rugs are rare, anc 


rarer now than formerly. 
They an 


generally small, and intended for lux 
ury rather than use. The price is ncc 
c«adly very high. 
The chief of thi 


morcli mts ol Teheran told me of orn 
he had seen over a tomb; it was bareh 
two square yards in size; but he sale 
that two hundred tomans, or three 
hundred and sixty dollars, would be a 
lowpucefor it.— American Druggist

and several others dangerously injured. 


Further intelligence of the- disaster 


says: "The fan engine that supplies 
fresh air to the West End Mine, at 
Mooanaqua, broke, depriving the miners 
ol air. Four men hnvc been brongbt to 
tbe surface cl'jart, and four'or five more 
are yet 1n the mine and can not be reach- 
ed owing to the impure air. 


Jnst before the night §bift went ofl of 


duty tbe fan broke. Tbe boss knew of 
this and so did the men of the day shift 
before they entered the miue, bat, not- 
withstanding this, tbey went into the 
mine, taklni; a great risk. There were 
about thirty men in all, who were sup. 
plied with sifety lamps, as it was well 
known that tbe gas would accumulate. 
About seventy-flve men were in the mine 
at the time when work began. The work- 
men reoairlng the fan were the first who 
were overcome with gas and about an 
hour later the same fate happened to 
many more in tbe mine. Before tbe men 
fairly realized the danger more than 
twenty were unconscious. 


Those who conld then escape did so. 


Superintendent John Teasdale and sev- 
eral of his men became unconscious and 
were with difficulty rescued. 
Others 


went down, and la the face of Immense 
difficulties, and In spite of being continu- 
ally overpowered with eas, got oat all 
but ten men. Three of those brought 
out were dead, and the other sli are be- 
yond doubt dead.
